OUTER SPACE COMITE- 

DISCUSSION OF REPORT OF SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL SUBCOMITE 
CONTINUED IN COMITE IN P.M. JULY 8 AND WAS CONCLUDED JULY 9. 

ITALIAN REP PROPOSED COMITE RECOMMEND THAT WORKING GROUP ON REMOTE 
SENSING NOT RECONVENE AT THIS TIME AND THAT COMITE S TWO 
SUBCOMITES CONTINUE TO PURSUE QUESTION OF REMOTE SENSING 
ACCORDING TO THEIR RESPECTIVE COMPETENCE, BUT NO DECISION 
TAKEN. SOVIET REP PROPOSED COMITE RECOMMEND THAT IT ABOLISH 
PRINCIPLE OF ROTATING VENUE OF SESSIONS OF LEGAL SUBCOMITE

INDIA PRESENTED DRAFT QUESTIONNAIRE AND LATER ADDITIONAL 
QUESTION, BUT DIVERGENT VIEWS WERE EXPRESSED ON LATTER 
AND, AT SOVIET REQUEST, ACTION WAS DEFERRED UNTIL JULY 10. 

COMITE THEN WENT INTO CLOSED SESSION TO BEGIN CONSIDERATION 
OF DRAFT REPORT. 

DELS EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR DRAFT QUESTIONNAIRE, WHICH WOULD 
SOLICIT VIEWS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES ON THEIR NEEDS FOR 
ASSISTANCE IN PRACTICAL APPLICATIONS FOR SPACE TECHNOLOGY. 
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THERE WAS, HOWEVER, DIVERGENCE OF VIEWS OVER PROPOSED ADDITIONAL 
QUESTION WHICH WOULD ASK GOVTS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IF THEY 
WOULD "CONSIDER FAVORABLY SETTING UP OF VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTION 
FUND TO FINANCE UN PROGRAM OF SPACE APPLICATIONS." ADDITIONAL 
QUESTION WAS FAVORED BY AUSTRIA, INDONESIA, MEXICO, EGYPT, 

SIERRA LEONE AND BRAZIL. REP OF SIERRA LEONE STATED THAT 
IN VIEW OF COMITE'S EXPERIENCE REGARDING BUDGET OF UN SPACE 
EXPERT SUCH FUND WAS ESSENTIAL IF PROGRAM TO SUCCEED. OTHER 
DELS, INCLUDING US, GDR AND FRG OPPOSED ITS INCLUSION, US 
AND FRG EXPRESSING VIEW QUESTION WAS PREMATURE AT THIS TIME 
AND FINANCIAL NEEDS OF STATES MUST FIRST BE DETERMINED. 

INDIANS LATER SUBMITTED REVISED QUESTION WHICH WOULD ASK 
GOVTS IF THEY WISHED TO EXPRESS ANY VIEWS OR MAKE 
SUGGESTIONS REGARDING FINANCING OF UN PROGRAM ON SPACE 
APPLICATIONS. AT SOVIET REQUEST, COMITE DEFERRED DECISION UNTIL 
JULY 10. END UNCLASSIFIED
